Saturday the g enera l provisions of 
a hill for the creation j 
of a water district in O range co unty were given pub licity. This! 


b ill, it is expected, will b e introduced in thi* closing halt of the 
legislature. 


The measure ha « no t been g enera lly 
discussed b ecause there 
ha v e b een only a few who ha v e been working on it, and these 
have b een interests which ha v e differed in the past. 
It was; 
thought, so we 
a re to ld, tha t it wo uld he 
unwise to present 
a 
measure ior general discussio n befo re the public until a l lea 4 
these elements ha d come to a n a g reement. It is understood tha t 
they have agreed upon this 
mea sure. It is now to be co nsidered 
by the general pub lic, b y the representa tiv es o f the cities and 
others interested. 
lhis b id is of tremendous impo rta nce. 
It will affect the 
welfare of O range county, o r sectio ns o f Ora ng e 
countv mayb e, 
with increasing power in the years to 
co me, it sho uld, ii fina lly 
passed, b e so composed 
tha t it wo uld ma ke fo r the wea l, a nd 
not 
the woe, of all contrib uting elements. 
The Register is greatly desirous 
o f unity. 
W ith unified 
effort we can all go forward developing the unb ounded resources 
of O range county to the highest degree. 
But in order 
to gain 
this unity , and have it worthy of support, it must he just and 
fair. 
This bill ig drawn on the hypothesis that the purposes 
for which it is created are entirely economic.

vote of the district, he has no voice in the selection of b ut one 
memb er of the directorate, under the provisions of this 
act. 
This is palpab ly and manifestly unjust. 
We fear that the framers of this measure have imi taken 
into consideration the full significance of this portion of the act, 
for it actually provides that where one has land in various dis­ 
tricts, he may only give expression as a vote in one. 
< >ne of 
the chief curses of government, and particularly in regard to 
the raising and expenditure of tax money, lies in the "ganging 
up” of groups, and using their power, b y manipulation, against 
the interest of a minority. 
It 
is easily possib le, under this b ill, for 
one of the sub ­ 
districts in the water district to he militated against b y 
the 
action of the b oard, with their own director voting against the 
majority, and the sub -district really have no power of effective 
protest. 
We have had an illustration of this 
for a numb er of 
years. 
We have had a representative on the 
Board of Super­ 
visors 
from Santa Ana, and he has had almost no power in 


respect to the administration of the gas tax fund, and Santa Ana 
has b een practically ignored in its distrib ution. 
It would 
Itc 
impossib le to do this had the supervisors b een elected at large, 
so they would have b een responsib le to all the voters, and not 
to small cliques and groups, who are politically organized, and 
“placing ward politics" in certain cases. 


lhis can b e avoided in this measure. 
It should b e avoided 
b y correcting this point in the b ill. 
Let the representative b e 
from a certain district, b ut lei his election come from ¡»11 those 
whose taxes will b e increased or diminished b y his action, 
namely, from the whole district. 
O ur councilmen in the city are 
so elected. 
They are not sub ject to clique influence. 
They are 
privileged, b y each working for the interest of the entire city, 
to know that their support will come from the entire city. 
They 
are responsib le to all of the 
people, and not. to a small section 
of them. 
This can 
b e made true in this district that it is pro­ 
posed to form. 
To b e sure, it 
will cut down the particular power of any 
one or small group 
of men to select anv one of the directors, 
b ut where it curtails hi.s or their power in a district, it enlarges 
it to give expression for the entire district. 
And the interest 
of all, and not the interest of an extremely small group, will 
tend to b e the dominating spirit of the directors. 
In most of the states of the Union, county commissioners 
are elected b y the voters of the entire county. 
This precludes 
the “trading” of the taxpayers’ money for votes in specific little 
groups, that will help a particular commissioner for re-election. 


In fact, it defeats that kind ot thing. 
Tlte money is spent tit 
the b ight st interest uf the entire county, and not tor the singk 
parts. 
There is always a tendency, under local conditions, foi 
the 
group of directors tu divide tip and let each one l>e manages 
in his own district, so that (lit joint wisdom >i .til Lias not b eer 
b rought to b ear upon any question.
